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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 4/21/2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 4/21/2009 for Application No. 10/529908 has been entered and 
fully considered. 

3. Claims 9-11 are currently pending and have been fully considered. 

4. The objection to claim 1 1 and the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejections of claims 9-11 presented in 
the office action dated 1/22/2009 are withdrawn. Claims 9-11 are now in condition for 
allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 9-11 are now in condition for allowance because the combination of KURODA et 
al. (US Patent 6,171,730) and KOIKE et al. (US 2002/0130425 references do not teach the 
limitations of independent claim 9 directed to near-field exposure method comprising performing 
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a flexing step repeatedly to recognize that a deviation from a correct alignment position of a 
membrane corresponding to an object to be imaged falls within an acceptable range.
